Is there any reason why the univer*itie» of C.inada should not Uk#i\i»e 
have memberî In the Cars.ll.in Ho\i»eî The House, one wight already 
has too many members for the population, but we think that the Uouce's In- 
telligence and efficiency would be helphtened preatly if the »lie of constl- 
tuMcies was Increased proviatnç for •.^'^ fr.îrance of \inlverelty mcmbere. 

Where do 6ttide&ts go to le-irn the country'* law, economic condition» 
and federal prohjems? To a tmtverslty. Whece do tJiey learn political 
ncloBce? At a unlversll;-. And -Rho teaches th<-r.-.'.' .v f of profo.-.sorf 
who liave devoted most of their Uvea to ^tud^ing these subjects, who arc 
elected because they arc the hest-OQUipped men for the purpose available, 
aaà "Who are therefore, as a class, more iiuallfled thfui the average oxjtsidcr, 
brilliant theuph he may be. to artniinifter a country's affairs. 

They may not have the practica; »>;per!er.>-e. Lack of this make* some 
"sell-njaae" business men look on them with itnjust contempt. The prac- 
tical side of nre. if over-represented in parliament and r.Lir.y, if r.c>t the ma- 
jority, o! ihc members of parliament have little theoretical knowleiipe based 
on coublusiona drawn from practical science, who are therefor* able to 
see not very ir.uih Iv-ihrr -.htr -.hr'.T nose», and who usually look ir. the 
direction their noses poîr.;, (provKï.ns theî- don't own aoubs), lattead of 
upward. 

Most of the men, however, who are chosen because of superior power 
and ability to lead our parties, are men who coiUd diecharpe a profeasor's duty 
as woll or better Umn the best professors iheciselves. Mr Mackentle Ki~s 
■and air. aioisben arc both distlnsmisofl unlve.-slty {raduatea; Mr. Ki=s par- 
ticularly is I» renrv îipi L-j-.horlty o:: economics aad political sdeact, asd has 
written many worUf oi non. Su- Wilfrid Latirler is only one of many past 
leaders in Parltamont fllBtlneulBhed in formal t«:iverslty study. 

And u. iireson*., ir. '.he v!?;-.!:: pl questionable pD'.itlcs. and plausible t:«K:- 
tioneerlnE, sonic of the preates: authorities on Casadlaa and world affairs 
are left outside of the administration and Canada is the loser. 

3t is quite certain that a university professor, by his t»*.th::;s and other 
influence, doer as much poofl to his coustrj- as ary sjeaber of j»irliBaea:, 
but the losr of one profcESor from each uii!vrri:.:y for four years voi^ld be 
ampb' countcrbelanced by the preeenct in parllameat of sieabers aort en- 
lightened tiiid ai'lf tiiE:; -.hi i:verDpr. 

The time has çone whcr. trie urjveiBity and the parliamest each coasld- 
■crcd thoniBOlves above the other. The two are indirectly worWnt band-ln- 
ihand now: way should tiiey no- v ■.■-i: di.-o-j-.iy r.Er.S-;=-banl ne well? 

ï'our unlvcraities in the Wee: und sit in the East would be able to send 
memliers to parliament. These members would be fairly likely to be free 
Irora party prejudice, whether free frotn party leaninc* or not: they would 
|aigji^Qaeii^y a must discriminating electorate: they would be exceptionally 
jn^^^EfSa^or the job from Hlandpointii both of intelligence and knowledge. 
Tliey would in all i»robsUlllty be the most honest and moet «cholarly atatez - 
.men in the House. ■
